IRISH FREE STATE FOR 


GOVERNMENT ECONOMY 


The Free State government is con- 


fronted -with serious financial pro- 
blems, .and the finance minister has 
announced that the balancing of the 
budget can be accomplished only by 
practicing strict economy, as taxation 
has reached the limit. The Dail has 
indorsed the -economies on salaries of 
school teachers and old age pensions 
on the,assurance that cuts are to be 
enforced in other departments. 


Criticism has been directed at the 


expenditure caused by the change of 
:overnjnent and the consequence that 
the Free State now is obliged to pay 
pensions to displaced British officials 
as well as the salaries of those 
ap- 


pointed to succeed them. 


It is'hoped to effect a large saving 


in the expense of the army by reduc- 
ing the present cost 
of more than 


160,000,000 to about $20,000,000. It lias 
been urged that Ireland does not need 
an army larger than that of Canada, 
which costs $7,500,000. 
The 
British 


government has allocated $7,500,000 to 
provide houses for the 
ex-soldiers. 


The fund is to be .administered by a 
board of five members, three to 
be 


named by the British government-and 
one each by the northern and south- 
ern governments of Ireland.
